Governor Friend W. Richardson 
yesterday requested Secretary of 
State} Frank C. Jordan to prepare a 
request to the Mexican government 
for the extradition of Jose Mendez, 
aceused slayer of Gregorio Zerneno 
at Colton a year ago, held in the 
penitentiary at Mexicali. 

The extradition, if granted, will be 
the first legal delivery of a prisoner 
by Mexican authorities to California 
officers since the recognition of Mex- 
ico a few weeks ago by the Uniied 
States. Deputy District Attorney M. 
O. Hert is preparing the preliminary 
papers necessary for a formal re- 
quest for extradition. 

Mendez was arrested in Mexicali 
by federal troops Tuesday after 
Sheriff Walter A. Shay personally 
asked the co-operation of Governor 
Albelardo Rodriquez, of Lower Cali- 
fornia, in bringing Mendez back to 
face the courts. 

Mendez fled into Mexico after the 
killing of Zermeno in Colton on May 
28, 1922. He was located by sons 
of the dead man, who swore ven- 
geance.

TIME T0 PREPARE 





Although new automobile licenses 
will not be ready until February 1, 
delays and difficulties in obtaining 
them may be avoided if motorists 
will check up their certificates. As 
a gentle reminder that a new or- 


der of things will prevail next year, 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California calls the attention of its 
members and the motoring public to 
the fact that a flat fee of $3 will be 
charged on all pleasure cars for 
1924 plates and certificates. Com- 
mercial cars equipped with solid 
tires will be charged an additional 
weight fee. 

In order that a minimum of delay 
and difficulty may he experienced 
by auto owners, the auto club sug- 
jgests the following precautions: 

“The 1923 certificate of registra- 
tion which serves as the application 
for 1924 license must be plainly leg- 
ible. 

“If the certificate is now illegible 
in that the state license number or 
the engine number is not readily 
readible, it will be necessary to 
make application for a new certifi- 
cate, and if this is done now it will 
save considerable time and _ incon- 
venience at the renewal period. 

“If the address as now shown on 
the certificate is incorrect, it should 
be crossed out and the new address 
written in ink. 
| “If the certificate of registration 

shows some other party as legal 
owner, and if the legal owner’s 
claim has been satisfied, his signa- 
ture must be secured on the second 
line on the back of the certificate. 

“In case the registered owner is 
now deceased and: the automobile 
has been left to beneficiaries, a 
|transfer should now be made into 
beneficiary’s name. 

“If your 1923 certificate has been 
lost, stolen or destroyed, you should 
|make application immediately for a 
| new one. The charge for securing 


| such _ duplicate certificate is fifty 
cents.’
